This work is valuable in the retention of good teachers and 
makes possible greater achievements on the part of the pupils. 

With an added supply of books and other materials for the 
pupils’ use the conditions in the schools would be greatly im¬ 
proved. 

We feel that the schools in Clarendon are rendering good 
service and we appreciate the excellent co-operation of all con¬ 
cerned. 

The superintendent sends out examinations for all the schools 
of this District during the months of January and June. The 
object is to unify the work of all pupils as far as possible. 

Permit me to thank the pupils, parents, teachers and school 
directors for their hearty support and co-operation during the 
past three years.
